Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 



(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Sato 
et al. 

Sato et al. disclose a fuel cell system with two adjacent fuel cell stacks. 
Each fuel cell stack has a reactant gas inlet/outlet manifold with each fuel 
inlet/outlet manifold having a fuel inlet and reactant gas outlet. There are pipes 
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interconnecting the reactant gas supply to the inlet outlet manifold inlets and 
exhaust pipes extending from outlet of first inlet/outlet manifold and from outlet of 
second inlet/outlet manifold. There are also a pair of end plates, or seal plates, 
that close off the inlet/outlet manifolds, as described in claim 1 of the application, 
seen in Figures 1 and 8. With regards to claim 2, Sato et al. disclose manifolds 
that are both reactant gas inlet/outlet manifolds and fuel inlet/outlet manifolds on 
page 4 paragraph 57, 60, and 61 . Sato et al. disclose piping made out of a metal 
material just as the applicant does in the specification. Sato et al. also discloses 
that the pipe, 90c extends around the second manifold, on page 4 paragraph 58. 
This means that the metal is bending around the manifold as can be seen in 
Figure 1 and is inherently a flexible material, as defined in the applicant's claim 3.
